Shipments of beef and pork pro- 
ducts overseas have increased 
tremendously and now are the 
greatest in Canada’s history, J. G 
Taggart, Ottawa, chairman of the 
Canadian Meat Board, and con- 
troller of packing plants, stated 
on his arrival here to confer with 
R. M. MacCrimmon, Fort Sas- 
katchewan, deputy controller of 
the packing plants at Edmonton. 

He said that between 700 and 800 
cars were rolling across the prairies 
to seaboard for shipment overseas 
and that marketings through the 
inspected packing plants during the 
past four, or five weeks exceeded 
the highest day of last year, when 
41,000 head of cattle passed through 
these plants on Nov. 4 


AVERAGE DAILY RUN

45,000 to 50,000, compared with

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Why the Secrecy ° 

One sinister aspect of the code pro- 


posed by operators of beauty parlors in 
Alberta which has already been referred 
to in these columns is the great secrecy 
which has surrounded the actions of those 
proposing the measure, a secrecy which 
is probably necessary if the objects of the 
code are to give present beauty parlor 
operators an iron-clad monopoly under an 
agreement by which the general public 
could be charged any prices the members 
of the proposed guild thought they could 
collect. 

The proposed code would, in effect, 
revive the guild system, by which’a coterie 
of beauty parlor operators would ensure 
themselves high prices with no competi- 
tion, and no possibility of future competi- 
tion, for under the proposed set-up it 
would be impossible for anyone not accept- 
able to the guild to open up a beauty par- 
Jor in Alberta. 

Government officials have stated that 
meetings of beauty parlor proprietors have 
been held all over the province for some 
time, to discuss the proposed regulations 
But the fact remains that the general pub- 
lic, the consumers as it were, the people 
who will be called on pay the price 
have not been’ consulted. They have heard 
of the matter for when the 
news of the proposed guild broke in the 
newspapers.

During the recent debate on meat 
rationing in the Federal Parlia 
ment the Minister of Agriculture 
made some interesting statements 
on the Canadian hog situation, His 
remarks shed some light on the 
relation between Government 
policy and the sharp decline of 
hog production jn the prairie pro 
vinces, 
THE WEST GOING 
OUT OF HOGS 

Throughout the present 
there has been a large and steady 
decrease in the shipments of hogs 
from western farms. This has 
been due to many causes, some of 
which are: the shortage of labo: 
declining feed supplies and crop 
failures in certain areas, higher 
wheat prices and the possibility 
of making a satisfactory farm in 
come from the sale of grain, the 
narrowing margin of profit to be 
obtained (all things considered) 
from the feeding of barley to 
hogs, and the effect of a high in- 


year 


come tax on the additional in- 
come derived from livestock. In 
view of these unfavorable in- 


fluences there is fo great mystery 
why hog production is falling and 
in all probability, will continue 
to fall if nothing further is done 
In commenting on the present 
situation Mr. Gardiner told the 
House of Commons on Sept, 24 
“We have tried to place the 
earnings from livestock on ap- 
proximately the same basis as 
the earnings from. grain 
the relationship between 
barley and hogs in western Can- 
ada is almost exactly what it 
ought to be to permit farmers 
deciding to feed or sell barley, 
and that is where we have been 
trying to keep it. This simply 
means that a farmer in the west 
must make a decision, and must 
have an argument with himself 
as to whether it pays best to 
feed barley or to sell it, and 
that is exactly the position in 
which we wanted him 
age . We are asking ever 
farmer in this country who has 
been accustomed to produce 
hogs, who likes to produce hogs 
who has the facilities for pro- 
ducing hogs, and who can pro- 
duce hogs on the present return 
—and more particularly if he 
can produce them at a lower 
return, and still make a profit 
to stay in the business and help 
us to retain that market which 
we have done so much to build 
|} up during this period of war.”

More important, however 
fact that the scales are weighed 
in favor of the eastern producer 
through prices, and subsidies of 
one kind and another. Under a 
policy begun in 1942 the Govern- 
ment has paid the whole of the 
cost freight from the head of 
the lakes to eastern points on 
western grown feed grains when 
used for livestock feeding in the 
east. 

By March 31, 1945, nearly $47 
million had been disbursed by the 
Government in payment of these 
freights. This policy was, no doubt 
sound as part of a broad effort to 
increase hog pr@duction in the 
country as a whole. However, now 
that output ds falling sharply i 
must be remembered that thi 
freight subsidy without a compen- 
sating adjustment for the western 
farmer, takes away some of the 
natural advantage of many areas 
in the west of feeding the

Furthermore, the western barley 
grower is now being paid a bonus 
of 20 cents a bushel if he sells his 
barley on the market. When the 
barley is shipped east the eastern 
feeder is able to buy it for a price 


‘which does not include this bonus 


Therefore, the cost of barley to 
the eastern producer, is 20 cents 
a bushel less than it would other- 
wise be, compared to the cost of 


the barley for hog feeding in the 


west. In spite of the benefits of 
the freight subsidies and the ef- 
fects of the bonus, the eastern 


farmer when he takes his hogs to 
the market normally gets a higher 
price than the producer in the 
west. During the month of June 
Bl dressed hog carcasses averaged 


$18.50 per cwl. in Toronto and 
Montreal compared with $17.17 in 
Winnipeg. Furthermore, in On- 
tario the provincial government 


pays premiums of 50 cents to $1 
on certain grades which are not 
available in the west.

It is small wonder that hog pro- 
duction in the prairie provinces is 
falling more rapidly than in the 
east. 

The hog programme which has 
worked well in the past is, under 
present conditions, very much out 
of balance. It badly needs recon- 
sideration and readjustment to 
keep up efficient production. If 
Canada is to remain an important 
exporter of bacon it must be based 
on the maintenance of an ade- 
quate hog industry in the prairie 
provinces. A number of important 
areas in the west have demonstrat- 


ed that they can produce pbacon- 
type hogs as efficiently as any- 
where in the world. They should 


not be hampered in obtaining the 
benefits of this natural advantage, 
In a region where there are so few 
major sources of income’ no 
promising possibilities can be al- 
lowed to slip away.
